Advertising Age reports ATV 
explosion, but Bombarier 
attacks three-wheelers 


In the Dec. 7 issue of Advertising Age, Associate Editor Bob Marich 
(Special Projects) wrote an article devoted to the three-wheel market. 
“At a time when interest rates and recession have contributed to 
about a five percent drop in ‘81 motorcycle unit sales, three-wheelers 
have experienced a sales explosion," comments Marich. What kind of 
an explosion? Somewhere in the range of 150,000 units will have been 
sold in 1981. If Mr. Marich thinks that is astounding, wait for '82 to hit. 
Mr. Marich also noted that the three-wheelers have given the seasonal 
motorcycle industry a year round product. It also has given birth to 
rem pne publications, ATV News, 3-Wheeling Magazine and Dirt 
eels. 

But with all the attention going to the three-wheelers, we've 
angered a snowmobile manufacturer, Bombardier. Yes, the same cor- 
poration that puts out the Can-Am motorcycles. Now here is where 
things get a little sticky. According to the article, Bombardier is 
placing ads in various snowmobile publications with headlines: “Bom- 
bardier Snowmobile Alert!!! Three-wheelers and other wheeled 
vehicles have no place on snowmobile trails! for the following 
reasons: the irresponsible promotion of the use of wheeled vehicles, 
and especially three-wheelers, on snowmobile trails is a threat to the 
future of your sport. Wheeled vehicles and most recently three- 
wheelers can leave huge ruts during thaw periods.” This was just two, 
out of a list. Another line read, "you can count on Bombardier to back 
the snowmobiler in every way to fight for the protection of the snow- 
mobile trail system. Keep the wheels off our trails.” 

It seems a little funny to me that a manufacturer of various products 
would be taking shots at even his own product. What Bombardier 
does not say is that they have a three-wheeler but have tabled the 
project according to my sources. "Bombardier is getting too much flak 
from their dealers." Let's fact it, the three-wheel market is cutting 
into the snowmobile market with a heavy slice. Another reason Bom- 
bardier is trying so hard to keep the three-wheelers out is the fact that 
snowmobiles can be ridden three to four months, after that, put them 
away. Sure there are places a three-wheeler cannot go, but that's OK. 
We don't care, but for a large company such as Bombardier, to come 
out and criticize the three-wheelers and motorcycles for damaging the 
environment of trails paid for by snowmobile vehicle registrations, 
that gets to be a little too much to swallow. “When the fields are soft, 
an ATC will go right across the top without rutting the field,” com- 
mented David Mungenast, owner of St. Louis Honda. I’m sure you 
three-wheelers and motorcycle riders out there don't mind if they 
come out to the deserts or race tracks...do you? 

After talking to Phil Mickerson, Service Manager for Bombardier 
Corp., | came away still unclear as to what the big fuss is about. Mr. 
Michelson stated that the three-wheelers and motorcycles can’t be 
ridden in deep snow. But then added, that we were tearing up their 
trails.

Lewis bags two at

Kirk Lewis of St. Paul, MN., collected two 
firsts aboard a Twin City Honda/Suzuki spon- 
sored and tuned ATC250 Honda at the two 
day, AMR/Schmidt Beer three-wheel Wildcat 


indoor races, in the St. Paul 
Civic Center. After a recent Roll- 
ing Stones concert at the Civic

Pat Dresel rode an _ exotic 
ATC450R, handbuilt from an 
ATC250 with a CR450R powerplant 
cradled between. the riders knees. 
Dresel was a rocket off starts and in the 
straightaways, but may have had too 
much power in the tight turns. After 
posting a third on day one, two motor- 
mount bolts snapped, dropping the 
motor onto the footpeg bolt and 


punching- a -hole-in- the cases during- 





Sunday time trials. Dresel was able to 
borrow a ATC250 stocker, swap tires 
and earn a fourth on the second day. 

Rocky Erickson was last year's three- 
wheel champion and showed up this 
year on a very competitive Rapid 
Sports Center sponsored Mugen 
ATC360 with a solid rear strut 
suspension. Rockys Mugen had the 
right combination of power, tires and 
suspension to win all his heats and 
semis, but came short Saturday by a 
tire length in the final. Sunday he 
went wide in the final turn of the main 
while in the lead and bumped with 
another rider driving under him, 
putting him out of the top five. 

With over 20 riders entered, the 
program was run with two-qualifying 
heats from which 10 men would 
transfer from each heat to a semi. The 
top five riders from each semi would 
ride the main event to give a field of 10 
riders. ` 

During Saturday's action in the first 
semi, Lewis blasted out of the hole to 
grab the lead. The lead swapped 
during the race when lapped riders 





for a while with his ATC450R, but 
Lewis was out front by a hair when the 
checkered flew. 

In the  second-semi — Saturday, 
Erickson holeshot ahead of Jeff 
Kobliska (Hon ATC250) of Waterloo, 
lowa and Dick Cool (Hon ATC250) of 
Stillwater, Minnesota. The Semi 
became a tire-hopping battle for the 
lead with Erickson and Kobliska, the 
finish looked even but it was

Dresel, Erickson and Lewis. As they 
drove for the first turn on lap two, 
with tires squealing under braking and 
the picking up of the inside wheel, it 
was Lewis in the lead, followed by 
Dresel, Erickson, Kobliska and Cool. 
As they made the tight left onto the 
infield, the inside wheel slapped back 
to the ground and the front wheel 
became light under power. Dresel 
continued to have a lot of power on the 
straights, but had to struggle through 
the turns with his ATC450R. Dresel's 
problems in the turns allowed Erickson 
to tuck in behind Lewis. Lewis and 
Erickson were just about even at the 
finish, but Lewis out drove him to a 
very close win. Dresel took third, while 
Cool out-maneuvered Kobliska to 
fourth and fifth places respectively.. 
Sunday's heats produced Erickson 
and Jimmy White (ATC250) of Des 
Moines, Iowa as winners. White didn't 
show up for the Saturday event, but 
appeared to be a hot rider and 
something to contend with. Placing in 
the heats determined starting position 
on the line. It was a clear advantage to 
be on the pole because to pass, a rider 
had to go around an three-wheeler 
which sometimes had extended axles

Interest grows at 
Carnegie for 
Odyssey/three- 


wheeler racing

LIVERMORE, CA, DEC. 6 

It was the second Odyssey/three- 
wheeler race for CR Race Pro- 
motions at Carnegie SVRA. 
Rider turnout for the second race 
was up almost 25% as there were over 
60 entries for Sundays race. 
Surprisingly, there was almost an 
equal turn out of both Odysseys and 


three-wheelers. 
The first race of the day were the 


Modified Odysseys or often referred to 
as simply Class 3 Odysseys. The 
leading car out of the first corner was 
driven by Leo King followed by the 
other six cars. Halfway through the 
race Steve Tillman managed to get by 
a few cars after a poor start, then with 
less than a lap to go while preparing to 
pass the leader, he lost a rear tire 
which cost him a decent finish in the 
first of three heats. King won the first 
heat and turned around and won the 
second of three heats. In the third and 
final heat of the Modifieds, Mitch 
Kurtela edged out Tillman while King 
had to pull off the track for a quick 
repair. 

The most exciting race of the day 
had to be the Stock Odyssey class. 
Over 15 Odysseys lined up side by side 
ready to race for the first corner at the 
drop of the green flag. For all three 
Starts everyone in the pit area would 
come to the starting line to see if it 
were actually possible for 15 machines 
to get around the corner without some- 
one getting sideways, and wiping out 
the rest of the field. To everyone's 
amazement all the cars made it for all 


three heats. j. 
Since all the machines are the same 


in the Stock Class, its not a question of 
who has the best suspension, or who 
has the fastest car, instead the 
question was, who is the best driver? 
The less experienced drivers were some- 
what timid in the way they worked 
their way around the three quarter 
mile, 12 turn course. After three heats 
of racing, Frank Munroe proved him- 
self the dominante figure followed very 
closely by Stan Cargo. 

The Super Stock Odyssey class was 
an interesting statistic. Anyone racing 
in this class showed an ambition to re- 
work their stocker, the problem was 
that their ambition didn’t correspond 
to their mechanical skills as only three 
out of nine finished. 

Without a doubt, the track at Car- 


negie draws more three-wheelers than 
any other track in northern California. 
The reason most say, it because the 
track has been designed exclusively for 
Odysseys and three-wheelers. Most of 
the three-wheel racers showed good 
control over their machines, however, 
many wanted to show their skills by 
riding wheelies out of the “pit,” and 
many also demonstrated how to do a 
perfect flip. 

Ridership is expected to continue to 
increase as promoter Clark Rupp gets 
more races scheduled. Almost 
everyone seems to be genuinely 
enthused about the new track for a 
relatively new sport. Clark has two 
races scheduled in January, one on the 
10th and the other on the 31st. If you 
have any questions he can be reached 
at 415/489-3094.

Doug “Coyote” Richards 
had all angles covered while preparing 
everything for this race and despite the 
rain everything came off like clock 





Practice seemed to be the toughest 
challenge of the day, with the amount 
of rain the track took in things got a 
little thick to say the least. Team 
Honda’s crew came to realize that they 
did not have the right set up and tire 
changes were in order. Balloons were 
the hot tip. 

Two qualifying heats were run in 
each class in which the top 10 would 
qualify for the Kingdome. Tension 
was high; everyone wanted not only to 
go to the Kingdome, but everyone 
wanted a shot at the California boys. 
The first main up was the 126-200cc 
class. 

Sparks jumped out first followed by 
local hotshoe Mickey Dunlap. Even 
though Sparks pulled out an eight bike 
lead at the halfway mark, Dunlap 
twisted his 185s to the limit. Derek 
Dahl following in third and also 
Honda mounted, had his sights set on 
Dunlap. Mark Chapoux and Dennis 
Dahl rounded out fourth and fifth.

The 200-250cc class promised to be 
an out and out war. Three hot 
northern riders, Alan Todd, Rob 
Ohge and Kelly Johrison were pitted 






against Honda's top three, Dean 
Sundahl, Mark “Wax” Weixeldorfer 
and Mike Chester. As the gate 
dropped it was Johnson jumping out 
first followed by Wax, Ohge and 
Sundahl. By lap two Wax had taken 
the lead with Sundahl in second. Todd 
pulled into third with Ohge fourth and 


Johnson moving to fifth. Sundahl and

The final qualifier of the day came 
in the Super Modified Odyssey class.

Brown has 
raced Odysseys for quite some time 
now and has what it takes to be a 
winner. There were really only two 
men to give Brown any kind of 
challenge: Ted Winkle, another 
Hillside Honda driver, and Roger

Stanley (who drives for Larry 
Wilkson Automotive) had one fast car, 
but Brown and Winkle had just a tad 
more horsepower. Brown's Hillside car 
attracted quite a bit of attention after 
the races.

Team Honda’s Dean Sundahl put in a 1-1 score 

to out ride the 250cc Expert class in the first 

running of the Continental Motorsport Club 
‘8 Golden State Series at Saddleback Park. 








Approximately 40 riders turned 
out to do battle today along with 
8000 motorcycles and spectators 
alike. Due to the rain the past 
week, Saturday had been canceled, 
due to the fact that when it rains no 
one is able to get in. Saddleback Park 
had just built a new ATV track but 
was unable to run on it due to the fact 
that they had so many events happen- 
ing, the three-wheelers ended up 
running on the off-road course. CMC 
is also running their event on the levels 
of Junior, Intermediate, and Expert, 
with today's biggest class being in the 
250cc Experts. 


The first race was a combination of 
the 110, 200 Jr. and the 200cc 
Intermediates. As the flag dropped, 
Lonnie Oroso riding a Premier 
Yamaha water-cooled 175cc blasted 
away first. Oroso, however, didn’t waste 
any time putting distance between him- 
self and second place John Neary. 
Oroso’s 1-1 score gave him the overall 
with Neary's 2-2 finish for second in 
the 200cc Intermediate. The 200cc 


Juniors Dale Little and Scott Gavley 


battled in both motos, but in the end it 
was Gavley getting the nod with a 1-1 
finish, with Little putting in a 2-2 
score for second overall. 


The 200cc Expert class proved to be 
an outstanding battle between 
Hondas Tom Gaian and Curtis 
Sparks. In the first heat Gaian (Hon) 
jumped out in front followed closely by 
Sparks (Hon) with Marty Hart (Yam) 
from Louisiana, now a 3-B Lightning 
team member,. following Hart was 
Tim Hoy (Hon). Sparks seemed to be 
having trouble in several of the turns, 
as it turned out the bike was two inches 
shorter than stock. "I had trouble 
around the whole track. We were 
trying a few things different, and as 
you saw it didnt work well," 
commented Sparks. Hart on the other 
hand looked like he was having 
handling problems and started to drop 
back on his 125cc. “I felt funny sitting 
on the line, something just didn't feel 
right. I started checking out the bike 
when I noticed a crack in the frame, 





by that time the flag dropped so I 
went for it. About half-way through 
the race the frame cut loose," replied 
Hart after moto one. 

The second heat saw Sparks jump 
out first followed by Gaian. Gaian 
made several moves to get by but the 
mud took its toll on his goggles, and 
was forced to take a back seat finish. 
Spark's 2-1 score was good enough for 
the overall with Gaian's 1-2 finish good 
for second. Hoy's wide open style landed 
him third. 


Bob Briggs (Hon) put in an out- 
standing ride to land a 1-1 score in the 
250cc Jr. class. Glen Elliott (Hon) and 
Kevin Lee Harvard, traded off second 
place finishes but it was Elliott nailing 
down the second place with Harvard's 
4-2 score good enough for third. All of 
these riders were flying and the-way 
they looked, it should be no time 
before they move up to Intermediate. 

The 250cc Intermediate class had 
mud flying everywhere. George Ferrie 
(Hon), Gary Menefer (Hon), along 
with Robbie Lee who has just stepped 
up to the big boy class on a Honda and 
Mike Tarter (Hon), had their throttles 
twisted. 

In the first heat Ferrie jumped out 
in front followed quickly by Menefer 
with Lee and Tarter following closely 
behind. Ferrie has got to have one of 
the most WFO styles I've ever seen. 
Memefer, on the other hand was 
smooth and in control. The mud 
however, played a major part in this 
heat as Menefer got roosted with mud 
in the face and was never really a 
threat for first. 

The second heat was different. 
Menefer and Ferrie put on a heck of a 
show with their side by side battling. 
Lee seemed to be lurking in the back- 
ground just waiting for the right. 
moment. With three laps left, Ferrie 
made a mistake when he got into the 
mud and slowed him down. Menefer 
went ton to win, also the overall. Lee 
followed in for second and Ferrie's wide 
open style was enough to salvage third. 

Honda's Dean Sundahl put on a 
crowd pleaser race to nail down the top 
spot in the 250cc Expert class. The

biggest excitement of the day came at 
the start when the only Yamaha 
mounted rider, 3-B Lightning's Steve

for about a month, showed the folks 
that Yamahas can do the job. Wright 
led out of turn one followed by Rodney 
Sherenhelm (Hon), Mark "Wax" 
Weixeldorfer, Curtis Sparks (Hon) 
and Dean Sundahl (Hon). By lap four 
of the 10 lap race, Sundahl had moved 
to second past Sparks and Wax. By the 
sixth lap Wright's brakes started to let 
go, Sundahl moved to first followed by 
Sparks and Wax with Wright making 
the best out of fourth to end the first 
heat. "Wright and I had a good battle 
going for a little bit. After I got by him 
there was this mudhole right before 
the jump. 1 held the gas wide open, I 
was trying to shift into another gear 
when Wright went by me. I had to 
either pull in. the clutch or back off 





and shift. I didn't really want to do 
either but things worked out OK. It's 
so darn muddy out there," replied 
Sundahl. 

Moto two saw Wright get hit off the 
line and onto the ground. By the time 
he remounted it was too late. Sundahl, 
Wax and Sparks took care of the top 
three slots with George Neary filling in 
the fourth position. Sundahl pulled 
away which left the battle for second. 
Wax played the block game on Sparks, 
as it was quite clear Sparks was the 
faster man, but with the mud Sparks 
was unable to get by.

. passed the finish area on the third lap,

Fisher tops 
Brownsville

BROWNSVILLE, TX, NOV. 15 
The racing action was fast and 
furious in the 250cc class with 
restarts being the order of the 
day. Riders from five states

In the 110cc Modified class, Chris 
Richards, riding a Big Hatchie Racing- 
sponsored machine, grabbed the hole- 
shot and led all five laps of the first 
heat followed across the line by Daryl 
Lamkin on another BHR bike. Right 
on their heels came Judson Farrow and 
Joseph Farrow, twin brothers, racing 
under the L&W Cycle Shop banner. 

In the second heat Lamkin powered 

to the front and ran away from every- 
body, followed by Judson Farrow, 
oseph Farrow and Chris Richards, 
with Lee Weatherholt a lap down. 
In the 10-lap feature, Lamkin was 
unable to start due to a broken arm 
suffered in the second 200cc heat. 
Richards came away with the holeshot 
and led nine and three-quarter laps 
before a spectacular crash sent him to 
he hospital with a dislocated 
Shoulder. A hard charging Joseph 
Farrow finished first with his brother 
Judson Farrow in tow. 

The first heat in the 200cc Modified 
lass saw Daryl Lamkin run away and 
oast to an easy win with Pat Hughes 
inishing second on another _BHR- 































sponsored machine. Lee Wright 
finished third with David Littlejohn 
and Heath Ivy, taking fourth and 
fifth. In the second heat, Pat Hughes 
got away clean and proceeded to open 
a half lap margin on the field. On the 
second lap Lamkin overcooked turn 
two and endoed, sending him to the 
hospital with a broken arm. Hughes 
coasted the rest of the way with Little- 
john, Ivy and Wright finishing in that 
order. 

The 10-lap feature was a rerun of 
the second heat with Hughes running 
away early followed by Littlejohn in 
second place. 

The 250cc class saw eight riders 
head for the first turn with Dennis 
Cox coming out of turn two in first 
place followed closely by Randy 
Burke, Roger Fisher and Sam Ivy. Lap 
two saw a rider leave the track and a 
restart take place. Lap three saw two 
riders leave the track with another 
restart. After the second restart the 
riders calmed down somewhat with 
Fisher coming across the finish line 
first followed by Cox, Ivy, Burke, 
Phillip Barker, Jimmy Clark, Terrell 
Hughes and Paul Adams. 

The start of the second heat was 
marred by a three bike pile-up at the 
start, as Cox jumped the flag and was 
hit by Blark who had gotten sideways 
out of the hole.

Dave Santee, on a 250R Honda, 
bested 45 other three-wheelers 
to win the inaugural Gran Prix 
Hare Scrambles run for ATVs.

CRC ‘‘Merry 
Christmas’’ GP

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 6 


In most Grand Prix combining 
ATVs and motorcycles, the ATVs 
are usually the first race of the 
day. As far as the course is con- 
cerned, this is usually an advantage. 
The course is fresh; the whoops have 
not yét grown to mountain ranges, 
there are no deep grooves in the corners 
where the bikes have found a fast line, 
and the dust has not yet risen to atmos- 
pheric cloud levels. Sometimes these 
early hours can have disadvantages. 
The sun is low and you're constantly 
running in and out of deep shadows. In 
December it is cold and wet. The course 
had some narrow water crossings and 
when a tight pack tried to cross at 
once, someone took a frosty bath. Hot 
riding was the solution and many of 
the front runners were turning lap 
times to rival the motorcycles. 

The hottest three-wheeler at the start 
was the Class 8 machine of Fred Wing. 
Glen Elliott, Class 7, was right behind 
Wing for the moment. Rick Sauers’ 
Class 3 Odyssey was the first four- 
wheeler to hit the water crossing, 
pursued closely by Steve Huger, Class 
2. Before that first lap was over, Wing 
suffered the first of a series of engine 
seizures which eventually gave him a 
DNF. Two-stroke engines are quick 
but their pistons and cylinder walls do 
have a strange affinity for one another. 

Elliott moved into the lead at the 
beginning of lap two and Ron Goldstein 
came up to take second. Wing was a 
distant third and on his way out. Sauers 
still led the Odysseys and was joined by 
another Class 3 pilot, Dan Peters who 
moved Huger back to third, at least 
temporarily. : 

Lap three brought a surprise, Mike 
Cousimano came whistling around at 
the head of the three-wheel pack and 
Elliott found himself in second with a 
new*problem. Tom Gildea had barged 





into third and was knocking on Elliott's 
back door. The Odysseys had settled 
down to a two-machine contest between 
Sauers and Huger. Every time Huger 
would close in, Sauer would slam the 
door. The only places with room to 
pass. were power-sucking sandwashes. 

Laps four and five were about the 
same except for Ron Haase, who had 
forced his Class 8 machine past Elliott 
and was giving Gildea a real battle for 
second. Elliott was getting radical try- 
ing to regain that spot. The three of 
them were so close together you could 


. have loaded them into one truck. 


Cousimano continued on about 15 sec- 
onds ahead of everyone else. Two laps 
later, Haase had bumped past Gildea 
and was beginning to reel in Cousi- 
mano. 

With only two laps to go, Haase 
squeezed by Cousimano and began to 
stretch out his lead to an eventual 10 
seconds at the end. Cousimano.refused 
to give up, but, despite some radical 
riding, was not able to regain the lead. 
At the finish, it was Haase in first and 
Cousimano second. Elliott finished 
third overall and took first in Class 7. 
The Odysseys finished as they had run 
for most of the race, Sauers first over- 
all and Huger second. both getting 
firsts in their respective classes. 

A special " determined competitors” 
award goes to Nick Donwen and Bob 
Payer who fought literally elbow to 
elbow for a large part of the race. This 
battle was accompanied by a lot of 
shouting and arm waving which left 
one to wonder if they were good 
friends out funning each other or 
deadly enemies, Whichever, they put 
on a good show.
